Issue of Low Quarter Shoes to EM 


1. The Office of the Theater Chief Quartermaster has, since the cessat: 
of hostilities, been receiving increasing numbers of medical requisitions for 
the issue of low querter shoes to enlisted men. The volume of these requisi- 
tions has now reached the point where it’ is evident that the requests ere not 
ell valid. The use of a medical request as a mechanism of obtaining low qua 
ter shocs without just medical reason must be discontinued at once. 


2. Hereafter, all requests for low quarter shoes for enlisted men must 
contain: 


a. A complete medical diagnosis of the condition for which the sho 
are being requisitioned, and 3 


b. A statement thet the issue of low quarter shoes is necessary. 

All requests will be signed by the medical cfficer himself. 
3. a. Low quarter shoes in themselves are not adequate treatnent for: mc 
chronic foot ailments. The standard issue boots, service, combat, or shoes, 


service, type III, are very satisfactory for the treatment of most chronic foc
